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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. 
Applicant asserts that the claims were rejected on the grounds of beng product-by-process claims. However, the grounds of rejection was 
based on US Patent No. 5,013,688 to Yamazaki et al. Product-by-Process claims are acceptable, but the patenability of a product does 
not depend on its method of production. Moreover, "The Patent Office bears a lesser burden of proof in making out a case of prima facie 
obviousness for product-by-process claims because of their peculiar nature" than when a product is claimed in the conventional fashion. 
In re Fessmann, 489 F.2d 742, 744, 180 USPQ 324, 326 (CCPA 1974). Applicant argues that the term "etched"is capable of constrution 
as structural, rahter than process. However, Applicant has failed to show an unobvious difference between the claimed product and the 
prior art product. In re Marosi, 710 F.2d 798, 802, 218 USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir. 1983) Once the Examiner has shown "a rationale 
tending to show that the claimed product appears to be the same or similar to that of the prior art, although produced by a different 
process, the burden shifts to applicant to come forward with evidence establishing an unobvious difference between the claimed product 
and the prior art product. In re Marosi, 710 F.2d 798, 802, 218 USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir. 1983)" The term "chemically" etched has not 
"poisoned" the claims. It merely fails to distiguish the structure from the prior art.. 
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
